The evening topic will he 
White racialism and the afternoon 
one Christ and labour. 

There Is no one living, in India or 
elswhero who Is cptlte like this unique 
figure. Mr. Andrews went out to 
India originally as a missionary but 
fcr Tngorc's International University 
ct Sanllnlketan; He Is President of 
the Trades and Labour Congress ef- 
forts on behalf o'f Indian education 
and social welfare. 

He Is Gandhi's most Intimate friend 
and trusted adviser, and It was on 
materials supplied [by Mr. Andrews 
that Romain Rolland bused his 
famous biography; "Mahatma Grand- 
It'", lie has fought the" caste system 
rigorously and Is In favour of full 
Dominion status for India. 

Despite all those activities, Mr. 
Andrews is really a "free lanre", and 
Is very close not only to the people 
of India but to the British authorities 
us well. His public addresses arc not 
,-!"r,l L , for their frank outspokenness.

Lieut.-Col. Bovey 
To Lions 



Spoke 



Gave Address On "Humours 
Of Canadian History 

Humorous anecdotes wont cariy 
Canadian history were told by Lieut.- 
Col. Wilfred Bovey last Thursday 
when he spoke to the Lions Club ol 
Montreal al luncheon meeting in the 
Mount Royal Hotel. Col. Bovey 
brought forth some Interesting and 
ludrlolous laics of the pioneers in his 
uddress which was entitled "Humours 
of Canadian llis.Ury". 

lie stressed the .'red toi- Cana- 
diens to have not only .. historical 
knowledge ol the principal events in 
the formation of the Dominion but 
also to sustain their interest by read- 
ing more widely Hie romantic stories 
of the early pioneers not revealed in 
the history text bookr. 

Among tiie many revcu'ang stories 
tcld by 'he speaker was an extract 
from the journal of lady traveller 
going from 'Montreal to Ottawa in the 
early eighties. She was not then 
gieatly Impressed by v. hat she saw 
as she wrote; "Wo have ba'.f an 
hour's train ride through a rough, 
ragged country laden with straggling 
bushes, rank grass and charred tree 
•lumps." This was along the Mont- 
real and Luohine route, explained the 
lecturer. The traveller continued her 
description of tho journey as follow 
"Then • wo take the boat and steam 
along the river. The land on either 
side Is a plain of brown, dricd-up 
grass. A few lean, hungry cattle are 

straying hither About two 

o'clock we reach Carillon. A train 
runs alongside the vessel." 

Then followed a d.scription of a 
two hours' train ride through burnt 
over country, following which the tra- 
veller again took a small steamer to 
reach Ottawa about C o'clock, 
in telling o£ the rapid advance ol 



in the Royal Victoria College, -when 
the past president of the R.V.C. Club 
and the president of the men's club 
will deliver papers. 

Miss II. Hague, B.A., a graduate 
of McGill will read the first paper 
on "The Fifteenth Century Xavy," and 
E. S. Fay will follow with a paper on 
"Chile." Miss Hague's subject Is one 
of considerable importance, though 
not much touched thy historians. It is 
valuable in throwing light on the 
naval strength of European countries 
in tho century just before the dis- 
covery of America and the expansion 
of European trade from the Medi- 
terranean and North Seas to all cor- 
ners of the world. 

Fay, in speaking on Chile, will 'mo 
dealing with a country of which he 
has considerable. first hand knowledge, 
having made a trip last summer over 
the Andes ajid up, the western coast 
of South America. It is understood 
that he will cover the history of the 
country from Its discovery up to the 
present and recount the story of al- 
most interminable strife among the 
inhabitants. He will also deal with 
Chilo from lis economic aspect, and 
describe the nature of Lhis coastal 
state and its people at the present 
time, drawing on his personal know- 
ledge.

Ho stated his reasons for believ- 
ing that 'the press was working for 
the benefit of tho public. First and 
foremost the newspaper Is a demo- 
cratic institution and certainly has a 
place in a democratic country. 
Whenever a democratic, government is 
overthrown tho press is promptly 
muzzled. 

And why docs the average man read 
lite newspaper'/ For the simple reason 
that he appreciates what is good for 
him. Ilo appreciates tho fact that the 
newspaper is advantageous, just as 
lie appreciates the advuntageousucss 
of nut committing suicide. Further 
the great aim of tho day is to es- 
tablish international peace, and tho 
League, of Xations could never spread 
its doctrines without newspapers. 

Trié public also derives economic 
advantages from the nwespapcr: the 
consumer is kept In constant loueh 
with the producer, and the producer 
lias at his finger- tips a knowledge of 
trio state of tho market,

The bright sunshine, the twittering 
birds, the miniature floods and the 
crowded streets all proclaim the fac- 
that spring is here at last, although 
tho official temperature reading at 
tho observatory nrc keeping fair- 
ly close to tho freezing point. The 
minimum recorded this morning was 
22 degrees, but the bright sun later 
pushed tho mercury up several de- 
grees. 

A summary of the weather of the 
past month showed an average tem- 
perature of IT degrees, or two degrees 
.•ibovo normal; a total snowrall of 21.:, 
Inches, or three Inches below normal, 
with practically no rainfall: a higher 
minimum temperature than last year 
by six degrees; and a lower than nor- 
mal percentage of sunshine. Altno't 
half the snowfall fell on one day, 
when l'j Inches wore recorded.

Dr. Robbins, Dlshop of Athabasca, 
spoke last night to a. group of young 
men from I lie Anglican churches of 
the city, assembled at the Church of 
St. James . 10 Apostle, on behalf of 
"The Fellowship of the West", a mis- 
sionary undertaking which is io work 
this Summer among the settlors of 
the far West. Ile spoke of conditions 
there and of the dlfj'lçultlps which the 
representatives of this venture, back- 
ed by the young men of Montreal, 
would encounter on their trip. _ An 
entirely new section in the Peace 
River District has been marked out 
as the prospective site of .heir labors. 
In this huge Diocese, two hundred 
thousand square miles in extent, the 
work will be carried on by two priests 
and two laymen who will travel 
throughout their district, establishing 
missions and doing their best, in the 
three months they will remain there, 
to promote the work of Christianity 
in the Far West. 

Tho need of such a venture was for- 
cibly s! reused by Bishop Robbins, for 
thousands of settlers he said, from 
England and South-eastern Europe 
have taken up homesteads there, and 
many of them are hundreds of miles 



growing up without the Christian In- 
fluences they need so much. Accord- 
ing to the speaker the need for pari 
ma nçnt Canadian missionaries la very 
great. The staff of his own diocese 
consists largely of men from England 
whose ignorance of Canadian life Is 
a great hindrance to the work which 
they are so nobly striving to do. 

The Reverend F. C. Llghtbournc, 
Chairman of the Fellowship briefly 
outlined its organization and alms In 
Montreal. The Fellowship ot the West 
h.i3 been organized for several months 
and groups have already been formed 
in eight of the City Churches. Of the 
objective, six thousand dollars, thir- 
teen hundred dollars has been collect- 
ed in money and pledges. The young 
men of the Diocese are urged to sup 
port this venture, which should not 
only help to alleviate the distress of 
the settlers 'n tho Peace IRver Dlst 
rict, but which will also link In closer 
union the Far East and the Far West- 
ern parts of tho Dominion. 

Canon Allan P. Shotford, rector of 
St. James the A pestle, extended a 
warm welcome to the members of the 
gathering and introduced the speaker

Toronto University opened his lec- 
ture before the Sigma XI and the Mc- 
Gill Physical Society layt night in the 
Physics Building. 

In treating hU subject Professor 
McLennan went hack In history to th3 
time of Sir Isaac Nowton. Xewton

Meeting Of The Political 
Economy Club Thursday 

"Canadian Hanking and the Control 
ot Credit" is the topic for tho final 
meeting of tho Political Economy 
Club next Thursday. II. Carl Gold- 
enburg, former President of the Club, 
and Don Hair, Arts '29, arc the apcuk- 
ors. Dr. Leacock, Honorary-Presid- 
ent of the Political Economy Club, 
bus kindly consented to act as chair- 
man of the meeting. 

The subject la one of moment. 
Criticism of the present banking sys- 
tem is being seen in the Press. 
Uecent hank mergers have aroused 
adverse comment In many sections 
of Canada and this question is bein 
threshed out in the Dominion House 
at the present time. If antagonism to 
tho present system grows in volume 
radical changes In the Bank Act will 
probably be niadu when U comes up 
for revision In 1933. The action of 
the Federal Reserve Board in regard 
to the prevalent speculative mania is 
receiving a great deal of comment, 
laudatory and otherwise. Similarly in 
Canada credit conditions aro being 
brought more and more to the notice 
cî the public. The banking situation 
in Canada with • particular- regard to 
ctedit will be discussed thoroughly 
by the speakers. 

The meeting Is open to all students 
who are interested. Discussion of the 
subject will take p'aco after the 
speeches. The meeting place Is the 
Arts Smoking Room and tho time 
S.30. 



i.eflnlto particles which wero acfûâl- 
ly given off by the Illuminating body. 
The sun's rays he thought were 
changed Into wave motion only after 
they passed through some transpar- 
ent substance such as gla*s. This 
theory seemed to explain many ot tho 
phenomena connected with light. Al- 
though carefully studied, light Was 
always considered very interesting yet 
vague and rather amb'.quous 

The discovery and development of 
electricity opened up a new field of 
apjioach to ligh*. i.ii»vo'or>:..ent was 
rapid and many years ot res 'arch 
finally culminated in the general a r . 
ceptance ot the wave theory. 

In passing Professor McLennan 
mentioned some curious and interest- 
ing facts discovered about the short 
or waves used in radio. If a fly 
swoops in between two plates of a 
condenser with those waves passing 
back and forth It will bo Instantly 
annihilated. Tho operators of the ap- 
paratus soon feel the effects of tho 
waves. These waves and light waves 
are the saino only differing In length. 

Light on passing through a prism 
Is broken up Into the spectrum and 
by examining the spectrum of an Il- 
luminated body tho nature of the 
elements present and the temperature 
of tho source can bo determined. In 
this way the composition and tem- 
perature of distant stars have been 
recorded. 

Recent experiment seem to show 
that Xewton was right in so far as ho 
claimed that light was composed of 
particles. It is or a dua.l nature, at 
tho samo time being a wave motion 
and having mass. Some .Scientists 
claim that everything i b only a col- 
I lection of different forms of vibration 
and perhaps we aro today living in a 
world composed only of light. ■

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ANDREWS OF INDIA 

It is not often that students at McGill are 
able to hear of foreign affairs spoken by such an 
authority as C. F. Andrews. During the com- 
ing week-end there will be three opportunities 
when this noted man, spoken of in an interna- 
tional way as Andrews of India, will be able to be 
heard by undergraduates. On each of Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday there will be meetings in 
Strathcona Hall and it is an opening that may 
not come this way for a long while, certainly 
not in this student generation. 

To his beloved Indians he is known as 
Dinabandhu, meaning in their language Friend 
of Poor people. One can truly say his beloved 
Indians for he has lived among them for some 
twenty five years, and by living is meant not as 
an Anglo-Saxon but as one who has become one 
of their race. The fear has been expressed by 
some of his friends that he might have gone so 
far as to have declared for the Hindu religion 
but' for a man of his calibre there is no fear as 
to what religion he professes for the religion 
he lives marks him as a great man. 

Associated with such great leaders of In- 
dian though as Gandhi and Tagore his trust- 
worthiness of report cannot be overlooked. It 
would seem strange if in Canada we had an In- 
dian as president of our Trades and Labour 
Congress but such is the responsible position 
which Mr Andrews holds in India. A beloved 
man, an international mind and above all a 
man of great personal religion. 

STAMPING HERDS 

It is regrettable, but inevitable, that some 
students should come in late to lectures; it is a 
tiling to be frowned upon and discouraged. But 
it is still more regrettable, and more, is posi- 
tively reprehensible to have the class disrupt 
the lecture by stamping their feet at the ad- 
vent of each late-comer.

Perhaps disdainful aloofness would be 
more efficacious in bringing about the devised 
form. At any rate, it would be infinitely less 
imitating to the lecturer.

Drama in the Colleges 

An interesting article on dramatic activity in several 
colleges and universities in the Sûtes appeared a week or 
so ago in that omniscient trade journal, "Variety". In view 
of similar increased interest in this subject at McGill, parti- 
cularly alter the recent success of the Players' Club, some 
of the facts and comment contained therein arc worth repeat- 
ing. / 

The institutions discussed arc all in up-state New York. 
They arc: Cornell, Syracuse, Ilobart, St. Lawrence, Ham- 
ilton, Cortland Normal, Wells College, and Elmira College, 
the latter two being for women only. Generally speaking, 
undergraduate interest in the theatre is greater than ever, 
while faculty cooperation is increasing to a marked degree. 
Only one of the eight— Cortland Normal— is without a 
workshop, and one is planned tiler." shortly, while Cornell 
and Ilobart have college theatres. 

Cornell University, at Ithaca, N.V., is the most active 
of this group, in fact, it is the most active collegiate pro- 
ducing theatre in the United Stales. There dramatics arc 
under the Department of Public Speaking, directed by Pro- 
fessor A. M. Drummond, who looks after the Dramatic 
Club, and nothing else. Each year sees from S to 10 major 
productions (i. c. J-act or other full-evening shows) and 
30 to 40 one-act plays staged. Each major production is 
presented an average of three or four times, and the onc- 
acts in groups of three for one night each, making about 50 
nights per year that the University theatre is in operation. 

Perhaps the most striking aspect of this is that from 
300 to 400 students work in the club each year, so that for 
each the work required to maintain this comprehensive pro- 
gram is not excessive. T'.ic total yearly attendance at the 
Council Dramatic Club productions ranges from 12,000 to 
15,000, and the ;:ross receipts arc about $25,000, which 
makes the club i^iost entirely self-supporting. The summer 
theatre, which produces every Friday and Saturday during 
the session, is not only an important laboratory for the 
courses of dramatic production, but has become the chief 
entertainment feature of the summer. Cornell has a stage 
laboratory as well as the college theatre and workshop. 

Second of those listed is Syracuse University, where 
200 to 400 students arc active in the club. Five full length 
plays and about 30 one act plays arc produced annually. At 
P.lmira College for women 200-300 wonjer. take part in pro- 
ducing eight shows per year; at Cortland Normal, also for 
women. 100-150 girls take part in 10 plays; at Ilobart the 
figures arc the same; at Hamilton 40 men put on four or 
five plays; while at St. Lawrence 50 men look after two 
plays. 

It is even more significant in studying these figures, 
when one remembers that all except Cornell and .Syracuse 
arc much smaller than McGill, ihc last two or three have 
but a few hundred student each. Syracuse is, I believe, 
roughly the same size as McGill, while Cornell has ap- 
proximately 4000 enrolled at Ithaca. In the latter case, 
however, one must also remember that Ithaca is a small 
town, with relatively few outside competition, and that the 
townspeople arc a large factor in the Dramatic Club patron- 
age. 

In comparing the situation at McGill we must remem- 
ber that Ihc figures above arc generally for the one club, 
which has a monopoly of dramatic activities at each col- 
lege. Here such activity is spread over several clubs, the 
Player's the Revue, the English Department, and perhaps 
we might include the Choral Society, so that our total is 
not so poor. In addition, most of these plac:s have their 
workshop or theatre, and while we have the Moyse Hall 
which is in but its third year and its policy does not seem 
to have been definitely decided upon. And with regard to 
faculty cooperation, which is reported to be so good at these 
other institutions, it is ju'st recently changing here from in- 
difference, and at limes opposition, to more active support. 

In short, the drama at McGill is on the upgrade, as it 
is in other institutions of learning. It is a good sign, and in 
connection with the rising interest in little theatres and 
amateur groups outside the University shows that, what- 
ever may be the condition of the legitimate— professional- 
stage, and it is admittedly prclty bad these days, the drama 

will alwavs find >Aipporlers.

To the much that lias been slid on 
all sides about this Players' Club pro- 
duction I can add little. It was a very 
ambitious undertaking and they car- 
ried it off with a high hand, greatly 
to their credit. It marks, 1 think, the 
lilpli-wator mark in amateur produc- 
tions in Montreal, one that will not 
be surpassed for some time. 

Tliero has been somo litllo contro- 
verscy about the nature ot the play it- 
self. That it is Intensely satirical, 
even eynic-.il, is of course its main 
point and feature. If "One of tho Vic- 
torians" and others like him do not 
care for this style of wit, or if they 
do not like to havo their ideals shat- 
tered, it is rather sad, but tho fact 
remains that others are not quito so 
immature, and can enjoy a little cjevcr 
fun. And on the more serious side, it 
does us good, occasionally, to see 
things cleared, of all the flim-flam 
and sentlmontalism which surrounds 
thorn ovon now, a heritage from tho 
days of the Victorians. 

With regard to tho execution by the 
Club, however, I think there can be 
little dlfforonco of opinion. The CO odd 
members or tho east— an lmmenso 
number for the Club and tho iheatro 
—showed on the who, ability and 
finish far beyond most amateur com- 
panies. To laud individuality would 
be unfair to tho rest. Tho principals 
get enough praise anyway, both from 
tho audiences and from other reviews, 
but don't forget all tho small parts— 
the ants, tho moths, and others who 
worked and rehearsed long hours with 
little prospect of acclaim. 

To me, the most encouraging sign 
of tho whole business is the awakened 
public end student interest in tho club 
and its work. The club is now well 
established, thanks largely to tho un- 
tiring work of its prosident, Leon 
Shelly, it has shown Itself capablo of 
training- good actors and property 
staging- •difficult and unusual plays. 
With this impetus and a good execu- 
tive next year we should see good 
things from the club.

Sir: — Tho world we live in! Des- 
cribing tho world and its multiplo as- 
pects and defects; such was tho pur- 
pose ot that theatrical success, whose 
great sin in tho mind of the partisan 
of the classical unity, consisted pre- 
olsly in its '"deoensu." But, was it 
even a comedy'.' Was it a spectacle 
worth being producod beforo this uni- 
versity public? AVo would b© very 
doubtful about it if wo were to be- 
lieve the lotte-r of a Victorian, which 
appeared In yesterday's issue. Tho 
author of this letter was. indeed, well 
Intonlioncd. but his analysis of the 
pieco flows through judgments that 
t wish to deny in a fraternal way. 

The whole of his analyysls seems to 
rest on a wrong standpoint , on a 
wrong understanding of tho nature of 
comedy. What is the role of the come- 
dian? "Castlgar iutendo mous," would 
answer in cbonis our Arts freshman. 
Is it then, tho mistake of tho come- 
dian if the world is as ho depicts It? 
Of course, not, and, however unpleas- 
ant it is for us to learn about our 
defects, ho rallier deserves our thank 
for. having enlightened us about them. 
Thon, his mistake may bo in tho de- 
picting; he may mock at honorablo 
facts and ideas. Such an untimely 
laughing was not unfrequcnt 
throughout history. Was it tho case 
with tho Insect Play? 

First, tho butterfly scene showed us 
tho deplorable— or, rather tho laugh- 
able—conditions of lovo in modern 
life. "Lo parps du Tendre" has be- 
come a field of coquetry, whero the 
real lover is looked at as a strango 
coiner. Thrift, is, Indeed, a very good 
quality; however, when it results in 
hoarding savings in a iiole, It is un- 
doubtedly ridiculous. When reading 
tho masterpleco entitled "L'avare," 
nobody wound thing of reproaching 
Mollero his contempt ot thrift.

McGill In Close Game By 44-37 Count— Title Match This 
Afternoon at R.V.C — McGill Plays Queen's. 



The women's basketball teams representing Toronto Varsity and Weft- 
cm will meet this afternoon In the final match for the Canadian Intercollegi- 
ate title, in the Convocation Hall of tho P.V.C. 

Western earned its way to the finals when the purple and white nosed out 
McGill by a score of 44 to 37, while the Toronto sextet outplayed Queen's by 
tho one-sided count of 5S to 23. The losers, McGIU and Queen's will clash 
for third place before the final match. 

Willie Toronto showed a marked superiority over tho trl-colour sextet 
the McGill outfit lost only after a hard fight that kept the result In doubt 
until tho final whistle. The final match this afternoon promises to bo .a close 
one although Toronto will be favoured to take the honours from the cham- 
pionship Western sextet. 



Western started out in a determined 
confident manner, and ran up a small 
lead that they maintained throughout 
the game. Tho McGill team regained 
confidence aCtor the first few minutes 
but could not overcomo the early ad- 
vantage scored by the defending 
champions. 

Under the smart leadership of Jes- 
sie Walker, Western ran up a lead 
that the half time whistle found the 
Ontario sextet leading by a 23-l!t 
score. Winnifred Chisholm was the 
only McGill player to get her shots 
away with any accuracy.

His next 
two years were spent as a juvenile 
with "Sweet Lady'' and "Twinkle 
Twinkle". 

Laurence Schwab saw him in the 
latter piece and thought Gray would 
be (ho ideal type for the college half- 
back in his current New York success 
"Good News". 

He was so sure of it that after 
much persuasion lie gave Gray an 
iron clad contract binding both man- 
ager and singer for "Cood News" 
whenever It was produced. List sum- 
mer as the script was about finished, 
Mr. Gray had a chance or heart and 
decided that the role In "Good News" 
would not fit his personality and beg- 
ged to be released from his contract. 
Mr. Schwab was willing to rid him- 
self of the responsibility and then tho 
break came for both the producer and 
the singer.

McGill Debaters 
Carry Motion 
Over MacMaster

the family when I pay tho paltry sum 
of two touts for a newspaper. There 
are items for every age; it might be 
said tho newspaper guides and shel- 
ters us from tho cradle to tho grave. 
My opponents have taken upon them- 
selves a pretty heavy burden in trying 
lo provo 1 should do away with my 
newspaper because of a few of its de- 
ficiencies. I should iis soon tear down 
my house because tho roof leaked, or 
because I disliked any of its details." 
Four Classes 

In opening the debate for the nega- 
tive, Kiggs of McMaster, divided 
newspapers into throe classes; tho 
daily press, the Sunday papers and 
the Tabloids; In considering tho Daily 
papers, ho staled that they did not 
accomplish their set purpose of 
spreading news. Tho headlines arc 
given over to prizefights ond murd- 
ers rather than to items of real news. 
They pick out the worst facts and ex- 
aggerate them into what becomes un- 
true. And as tho generation is one of 
headline-skimmers, this fact is 
easily exploited by newspapermen 
who make the most of crime and 
scandal. The press is more concerned 
with playing on the fears of a sugges- 
tive populace than In expressing tho 
truth. In doing this they increase 
thorn concerned with crime. "Is this 
their main object. 

In the Sunday Papers there is Utile 
uf any value. The sections on liter- 
ature and drama are rarely read. In- 
stead attention is focused ou the com- 
ic strips, and their effect is seen 
everyday In the imitation of tho an- 
tics of their characters by the popu- 
lace. 

The Tabloid papers have so alarmed 
tho authorities, that some havo been 
led to believe that censorship must 
come. Riggs read tho headlines of a 
tabloid picked at random, and found 
them all concerned with trim. "Is tills 
in tho best interests of tho people." ho 
asked. Riggs wound up his argument 
by pointing out tho influence that the 
press has had in promoting war In 
time of peace, by slimulntinK jingois- 
tic patriotism and promoting animos- 
ities against foreign nations. 

Exploitation of Crime 

McGill's second .speaker, Harold 
l.ande. answered a challenge that 
Itiggs had thrown out to tho affirma- 
tive, asking them to name any modern 
paper which did not exploit crime in 
order to Increaso circulation. Lando 
cited tho Church Times and tho 
Christian Science Monitor. Ho de/- 
clared that thero was a moral nies- 
sago in the report of a crime. It was a 
rault of his opponents' if he choso to 
seek the morbidity of theso reports 
and the comic, strips which they had 
found so much fault with. Lando fur- 
ther accused his opponents of exag- 
gerating and basing their whole 
speech on faults in tho press Unit he 
ami J'offris were quite willing lo ad- 
mit. 

What would happen if tho world 
woro suddenly deprived of all news- 
papers? JUach man would know noth- 
ing oulsido of his own locality and 
tho world would become an aggrega- 
tion of men with ideals as small as 
Hie field of their- knowledge. 

Lando then gnvo examples of the 
phllantrophlc work of the press and 
tho benefit that tho public derives 
from this work. Ho cited the answer 
of tho Toronto and -Montreal papers to 
the appeal of tho Welsh miners' fund. 
Ho then pointed out the apparent fear 
of his opponents of the power of tho 
editor, and tho consequent control of 
public opinion by ono man. "If then. 
I show you, us 1 am suro 1 can, that 
tho editorial' section of tho paper is 
decreasing In slzo in relation to the 
nows section, this Influence on tho 
public which ho claims to bo detri- 
mental, may be waived." By showing 
lliat thons h newspapers havo increas- 



ed many times in slzo tho editorial 
section has actually grown smaller, he 
carried his point. ' This we see that 
all the merits of the newspaper arc 
increasing whilo tho demerits aro de- 
creasing.'' 

Press May Be Improved 
Ruhr, ;iiu second speaker for Mao- 
Master, almost destroyed -McGill's 
basic argument, which .lerfris had 
advanced when ho claimed that he 
and his colleague were quite ready lo 
admit many faults In tho newspapers 
ot today, but that they were not ready 
to do away with the press because of 
the defects,. "Wo do not suggest the 
destruction of all newspapers," point- 
ed uut Bolfe. "Wo only wish to prove 
that tho press is capable of being 
improved, ir wo can find one influ- 
ence In all tho influences which tho 
I'l l ss exerts, wb have sure won our 
case." 

Mo admitted that any paper might 
havo all tho excellent sections which 
tho speakers for tho affirmative had 
claimed, but asked how many aver- 
age men real theso nnd appreciated 
them. What tho average man reads 
is the headlines of the first two pages, 
and by heading their front-page ma- 
terial as in the newspapers that were 
exhibited during the debate. Journal- 
ists created ti perverted sense oT news 
perspective in the minds uf tho pub- 
lic. 

In his rebuttal l'offris refuted 
ninny minor points brought up by his 
opponents, but shattered their main 
argument when he pointed out that 
there were laws controlling tho scat- 
tering of obscenities among tho pub- 
lic and .surely theso would be brought 
lo bear It tho press was exerting such 
evil influences as tho speaker for the 
negative claimed. 

Whilo tho judges were preparing 
their decisions the meeting was 
thrown open for discussion but only 
unu speaker look advantage ot the 
opportunity. Doug Mticlntyro agreed 
with the negative because they had 
stressed tho influence the press had 
in promoting war. 

When tho judges' decisions were 
rendered, the Chairman, P. P. Poran 
declared that after totalling up the 
decisions ho was able to award the 
debate by a very close margin to .Mc- 
Gill.

cuts, and A. G. Burns, who was at 
.McGill on official business. 

" In this conversation -Mr. Burns 
referred lo -Mr. L. ,1. Ryan, at that 
time editor of The Varsity, as 'A— Ir- 
ish Catholic' The McGill student 
quotes Mr. Burns, as saying 'I expect 
trouble, from this man Ryan, lie's 
one ot lliosc— Irish Catholics. He's 
a Bolshevik.' 

"As our representative on the Joint 
executive, we feel that you should 
support us in our complaint, in as 
much as we tiro compelled to contri- 
bute to the salary of an official who 
Is reported to havo insulted us collec- 
tively, and who seems to have proce- 
eded against ono of our number from 
j motives of religious bigotry. While 
wo might apply to the university au- 
thorities, wo reel that, before the 
.Student representatives. Mr. A. G. 
Burns should either deny the state- 
ment made by our informant or ex- 
plain why he should continue to rec- 
eive support from a portion of the 
student body for whom he has ex- 
pr-nscd contempt, ir ho rails to deny 
this statement, we protest against 
having to contribute to his salary 
through the compulsory foe." 

Sixty-one signatures appear below 
the letter. 

P. J. MacNrimara, St. Michael's 
Representative on the Hall Commit- 
tee of Hart House, interviewed by 
Tho Daily, said; 

"A week ago ill feeling was stirred 
up by the coupling of a mass of gin 
bottlcss with the Catholic ceremony 
of High Ma-ss, which appeared In n 
back page feature of the Varsity on 
Friday, February lfi. 

"An explanation by the editor, R. 
C. IT. Mitchell, B. A., was made at 
(ho lime that the thing 'was permitted 
lo go through owing to hasty proof- 
reading. But tlic fact that the man 
who is understood to havo written tho 
article was. that night his own proof- 
reader, should give Ho to this ex- 
planation. 

"It is algnlricanl that on the day 
that this appeared, t ho usual con- 
signment of tho Varsily did not 
reach St. Michael's and that the sup- 
posed author was three days later 
appointed, editor-in-chief of the new 
Varsity." 

These revelations it is expected, will 
bring about an Immediate meeting of 
t lie Toronto Students' Administrative 
Council.
